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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 and 2, drawn to a data processing method for introducing an 
asset-backed fixed income security that will function as a master real 
currency unit with a constant value, classified in class 705, subclass 35. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to a data processing method for qualifying borrowers for a 
real financial instrument into a nominal monetary marketplace, classified in 
class 705, subclass 35. 

III. Claim 4, drawn to a data processing method for creating a second 
generation of variable real rate financial instruments, classified in class 
705, subclass 35. 

IV. Claims 5 and 6, drawn to a data processing method for resolving a 
perceptual problem of a negatively amortizing principal balance, classified 
in class 705, subclass 35. 

V. Claim 7, drawn to a data processing method of creating a conceptual 
bridge that allows participants in the marketplace to see the benefits of 
using real financial instruments in terms of the existing fiat currency unit, 
classified in class 705, subclass 35. 
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VI. Claim 8, drawn to a data processing method for tracking the payment 
streams of a conduit, so that it can function as a modular unit within a 
structured marketplace, classified in class 705, subclass 35.
